LCHSDON, August 15, 3:00 A. M.—The 


only news taking the allied column fur- 
thur than Ho-Si-Wu comes from Paris. 
The London morning papers have noth- 
ing confirming the French report that 
the allies are within sixteen miles of 
Pekin, although a Che-Foo despatch 
says that they wore only twenty-seven 
miles from tho capital on Saturday.

The 
arrival of the allies frustrated a deter- 
mined attempt to divert the course of 
the river there. The heat is intense, 
adds the despatch, but the health of 
the troops is good. The Chinese min- 
ister here hopes and expects that peace 
between China and the foreign nations 
will be effected within six weeks.

Claude MacDonald was received at the 
British foreign office, which is with 
leld from the public. The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Chronicle says that 
two German cruisers have been ordered 
to China, that another is already on the 
way and that a fourth is there. 


Confidential Message From Conger. 


WASHINGTON, August 14. — At the 


close of the official day, fho following 
announcement was made public: 
"The 


department of state has received a mes- 
sage from Minister Conger, of uncer- 
tain date, and not replying to the de- 
partment's despatch of the Gth. This 
message will not be made public." Mr. 
Conger's message came shortly before 
noon, to tha Chinese legation, through 
the usual route. While it is spoken of 
as confidential and will not be given 
out, it is said to make the situation no 
better and no worse. It does not indi- 
cate whether or not Mr. Conger has re- 
ceived any of the messages to him from 
the state department. There is noth- 
ing in the despatch to cause any change 
in the orders to General Ohaffee. Word 
is anxiously awaited regarding the de- 
velopments near Pekin, but nothing 
has been received today from General 
Chaffee or Admiral Eemey. 


Japan's Answer The Same. 


WASHINGTON, August 14.—There is 


reason for believing that Japan has re 
turned the same answer to China's 
peace proposals as did the United 
States. At the same time, it is thought 
that Japan will not refuse to use her 
peaceful efforts in the eventual negotia- 
tions.

Hemphill and Rockier, Naval Construc- 
tor Eapps and Lieutenant-Commanders 
Vreelend and Henderson form the board 
of naval experts to test the battleship 
Alabama. Tie following itinerary has 
been mapped out for the ship: Leave 
Cramps' ship yard this morning, arriv- 
ing at the breakwater in the afternoon, 
where compasses will be adjusted. To- 
morrow the start for Brooklyn navy 
yard will be made. She will arrive in 
New York harbor early on Thursday 
morning, will be dry docked in the navy 
yard and will be cleaned, then receiving 
two coats of sea paint and varnishing, 
with antifouling mixture below the 
water line. The trial run is to be over 
the regular government course, from 
Cape Ann to Cape Porpoise.

SINKING OF THE FRAMEE.

There was much astonishment 
when the international troops, after fight- 
ing for seven and a half hours at Pei- 
tsang on Aug. 5, advanced the next morn- 
ing toward Yang-tsun and before evening 
carried three miles of intrenchments and 
occupied the town, hut the latest report 
of progress exceeds the expectations of 
the most hopeful. As was stated when 
General Chnffee caWt-d an account of thf 
occupation of Yang-tsnn, it was expected 
that the allies would remain there for 
about two days to reorganize their com- 
mands and hold a conference ns to tho 
route of march thence to Pelting. 


The belief was pxprcs-soil tluit after the 


battle of Yang-tsnn Ihe Chinese troops 
retreated In uroat disorder toward Pe- 
king and would probably not make a 
staud until they reached Tung-Chow, 
about ten miles enst of 1'eking, or until 
they were safe inside the walls of the 
capital Itself.

A Weird Incident That Occurred At 


Ike Bier of Schopenhauer. 


A vsry curious story by Guy de Mau- 


passant has come to light in Paris. Ac- 
cording to Maupassant's manuscript, the 
slory was told to him by a German who, 
with a friend, spent the night in Schopen- 
hauer's funeral chamber. The great Ger- 
man philosopher had died during the 
daj, and his two admirers prepared to 
watch over "his remains during the dark 
hours. 


Said the German: "Schopenhauer had 


Just died, and we two had decided to 
stay in his room until morning. 
Two 


lights were burning on the table. 
At 


midnight our watch began, and after the 
two others who had remained with the 
body till that hour had gone away we 
took up our position at. the foot of the 
bed. " The face of the dead man was un- 
changed. It smiled. The wrinkle which 
we knew so well was firmly marked, and 
the countenance looked altogether so nat- 
ural that it would not have surprised us 
if our dead friend had opened his eyes 
and laughed at us. Yet the memory of 
his profound thoughts weighed upon us, 
and we felt ourselves surrounded by the 
atmosphere of his genius. The body of 
such a man may be stilled by death, but 
the man himself remains, and not with- 
out fear can one remain in his presence. 
We spoke about him softly; we recalled 
those wonderful maxims of his which 
threw such a clear light on many of the 
dark problems of life.

eaten. While he was in a quandary I 
bought a stack of chips and soon became 
absorbed in the game. 


"The senator's bets were placed hap- 


hazard, be not knowing whether they 
were placed right or not and not caring, 
except that he wanted to lose and get out 
of the place. But lose he couldn't, and I 
soon dropped out, being broke, to watch 
his play and marvel at bis ever increasing 
pile. He soon had a crowd around him, 
which added to his embarrassment, and 
be appealed to me to help him get broke, 
as he wanted to get out and did not want 
to take any of the bank's money with 
him. 


"Well, this was the funniest snap I 


ever experienced in my life of over 70 
years. There sat the senator and myself 
playing for all we were worth to reduce 
his winning1!, nnd, play any way tve 
chose, the piles of chips increased. I, 
•who had been so unlucky, caught the 
fever of the senator's luck, and I won in 
a streak. 


"The senator's face was as white a<? 


his shirt, and he was as scared a man as 
ever I saw in my life. But the play went 


"on, and owing to the fact that at that 
' +im<» there was no limit at Pringle's tLe 


"bets were so high that the modern 25 
ceut chip player would get the grip if I 
should mention tbe size of the bets. 


"Finally Mr. Priugle called me to one 


side and told me that bis partners ob- 
jected to the game without a limit. Ho 
was willing himself to play the bank 
without it, but he was compelled to defer 
to the wishes of his partners and would 
place the limit at $250 a bet. 


'•He said it was all right to have me 


play on, as he liked me and all that, but 
I was the first man who ever forced him 
to put a limit on the game. When I re- 
turned to the table, I quietly informed the 
senator, and he looked distressed, as he 
saw no chance, from his point of view, in 
getting £i.d of his winnings at a $250 
limit. 


-'-'We played until midnight, and the 


senator at last yielded to fatigue and or- 
dcred"me to cash in. When he counted 
the roll in bis room, our joint winnings 
were jnst $31,300, of which sum he 
staked nje as my share to $10,000. Said 
he when he gave me the money: 
" 'Martin, I never played a card in nay 


life before this afternoon, and I will nev- 
er play another one as long as I live. 
This money I will do something with 
which shall not immediately benefit my- 
eelf or my family.' 


"I visited,St. Paul 20 years after this 


occurrence rind met the senator. True to 
his "word, he had never touched ,a card, 
and I learned from others who got wind 
of the plai> in Washington that the sen- 
ator's winnings were expended in help- 
ing struggling young fellows to got a 
start in life, accompanied in every case 
by the condition that they should never 
play in a gaming house. 


"I venture to say that this is the most 


remarkable case on "record of a man's 
unexpected an'd tihdesircd large winnings 
turning him against gambling and card 
playing and scaring him almost to death. 
I was then so reckless with money that 
it made no sort of difference to me wheth- 
er 'I won or lost $20,000. so yon can im- 
agine how I • regarded the senator's 
fqu'eamishness. 


"But you see he was right after all and 


took tbe proper view ot the matter, for 
money which comes easy in a winning ot 
faro goes easy the same way. In a week 
I hadjost the $10,000 and thought no 
more'-of it than I do now ot losing a f 10 
till."—Washington Post.

No Waste In the Ox. 


It is remarkable to what an extent 1h 


ox, when slaughtered, is utilized. Not s 
very long ago fully 40 per cent of th 
carcass was wasted. It may be said tha 
today nothing is wasted; everything, from 
the horns to the tail, is turned into mon 
ey. The blood is used in the refining of 
sugar, or is hardened and employed in 
the manufacture t>f doorknobs and han- 
dles; the skin goes to the tanner; the 
boras and hoofs are turned into combs 
and buttons, the shiubones into backs of 
clothesbrushes. The bones of the fore 
feet are worth $23 a ton, being made 
into collar buttons, umbrella handles and 
various novelties, after the marrow has 
been boiled out of them. 
The small 


bones are burned instead of coal. From 
each foot a considerable quantity of oil 
is extracted; the tail is made into soup. 
The hair goes to the mattress maker and 
upholsterer; the fat to oleo makers; the 
intestines are used as sausage wrappers 
or are sold to goldbeaters. 
Even the un- 


digested stuff in the stomach is turned 
to account, being made into paper. 
If 


anything is left over, it is turned into 
glue or is put on land as a fertilizer.— 
New York World.

The informant never had. 
"Touse is the uame of the town. It's 


spelled T-a-o-s. It was a lively place in 
iis day, down in the lowpr end of Buch- 
anan county, Mo.—county that St. Joe's 
in. It was a volunteer outfit, the com- 
pany was. We had a band engine, and 
our uniform was'red shirts, blue nankeen 
breeches, red top boots and oilcloth caps. 
You never see any caps like them now." 


"Have many runs?" 
"Not to fires. There wasn't but one 


fire in the town in two jears, and that 
was a haystack." 


"You hadn't much to do, then?" 
"Didu't we! We was in demand all 


the time. Touse was a great place in its 
day for runaway couples to get married, 
and, as the captain of the volunteers wag 
the justice of the peace, he always called 
out the company to be present at the 
connubialities, as he called them, and 
there v>&s no marriage until we got there. 


. Sometimes there was a dance after the 
I wcddiug in the public square, and the 


bride had to allcmande left and sashay 
with e\erj member of the volunteers be- 
fore she did with her husband. 


"Then we used to have foot races on 


the Fourth of July, and whenever there 
was a county fair we were the ones alto- 
gether lovely. In the winter time, vben 
the circuit rider came to town and got 
up a revhal, we always Jurned out, and 
if the sinners didn't come to taw as lively 
as they should we would pull straws to 
see vvho viould go up as mourners, and in 
that way the revival would be prolonged. 
It was always understood that the one 
that pulled the short straw had the priv- 
ilege of backsliding after the season \vas 
over. 


"There were no secret orders in Touse 


at tint time, so when a prominent citi- 
zen kicked the bucket, as we said of a 


la 


man when be died, the Touse volunteprs 
turned out and planted him with Masonic 
or Odd Fellow honors, according to the 
wishes of his friends. 
Theie was no 


heaise in the town, so we put the de- 
ceased on the engine. If his fi lends vant- 
ed Mnsouic honors over his grave, our 
captain would toot tbe trumpet; if it was 
Odd Follow honors that \vns demanded, 
we rung tbe bell, and in that way stran- 
gers in Touse always knowed which way 
the deceased had affiliated, so to speak, 
iu his life. There -wasn't much in Touse 
that the volunteers didn't take a baud 
in."—Chicago Tribune. 


Tfcree Rettftrlcable Week* of tt 
the Peternburc Tri-nclim. 


"Speaking of delicacies," said an old 


veteran of one of the. Louisiana r°siments 
the other afternoon, "the highest living 
that ever fell to my lot was during three 
weeks in the winter and spring of 1865 
that I spent in the trenches at Peters- 
burg. I don't mean to say that the bill of 
fare would greatly appeal to me now, but 
at the time of which I speak I thought I 
w as living in royal style." 


The reporter to whom he was talking 


remarked at this point that, while he had 
not been there at the time, be had al- 
ways understood from those who had 
that the trenches of Petersburg did not 
afford much scope for the gormaud. 
Then the veteran continued: 


"It came about in this way: There were 


eight of us in our mess, and all of us ex- 
cept one had managed to get through the 
winter with some sort of covering for 
our feet. 
We called them 'shoes' then, 


but I don't suppose that the term would 
be used by many people of the present 
generation who are used to patent leath- 
er, vici kid and tan shoes. The eighth 
mun, however, had gone barefooted from 
November, 1804, until the middle of Feb- 
ruary, 1805. I don't know how it canie 
about, but he was finally issued a pair of 
new shoes. 
Tbe day the shoes were 


given we all gathered about fcim and ex- 
amined them with curiosity, and, it must 
be confessed, a rather envious interest. 
Our messmate looked at the shoes, then 
at his bare feet and then at us, as if de- 
bating a serious problem. Then he said: 
'I'll tell you what we'll do. I've gone 
barefooted for so long that I reckon I can 
stand it now until summer. If two of j 
you fellows will take these shoes and 
trade 'em off for something to eat, I'll 
make a contribution to the bill of fare of 
the mess.' 


'"That night two of us slipped out from 


the trenches, got through the Yankee 
lines and went 20 miles out In Diuwiddie 
county to a gristmill. We succeeded in 
trading the shoes for two bushels of 
cornmeal and bore it back in triumph. 
Well, sir, for two weeks our mess lived 
like lords. 
Three times a day we bad 


cornmeal 'coffee,' cornmeal cukes auil 
cornmeiil graty, and I reckon when we 
surrendered nt Appomattox we were the 
eight fattest Confederates Grant ever got 
hold of."—Louisville Couiier-Jourual.

Leather and Paper Clotli. 


A remarkable fact in regard to wall 


paper is that tbo method of printing the 
better hort of paper is piobubly the same 
now as 'it ever bas been. Wooden block-* 
with the Jesign cut in tclief, one for ench 
color, ore applied by baud, and in onler 


j to suit tbe productions of the paper mills 


these blocks are made in England 21 
inches wide and iu France IS Inches 
wide. The length of tbe block is limited 
to what the workman can easily lift -with j 
one band, two feet beiug about the limit, 
as the blocks are necessarily thick and iu 
many cases made heavier by being inlaid 
with copper, especially the thin outlines, 
which, if made of wood, would not stand 
the wear and tear of printing. 


It was not till the <-»$jtecnth century 


that tval! paper in anything like its pres- 
ent form came into common use in Eu- 
rope, although it appcais to have been 
used much earlier iniChina. A few rare 
examples, which may be as early as tho 
sixteenth century, exist in England, but 
these are in imitations, gencially in 
"flock," like tho old Genoese and Floien- 
tine- cut velvets, and hence the stjle of 
the design in no way indicates tbe date 
of the wall paper, the same traditional 
patterns being reproduced with little or 
no change for many yeais. It was not 
till the end of the eighteenth centuiy 
that the machinery to make paper in 
long strips was invented. 
Up to that 


time wall papers weie printed on small 
square pieces of handmade paper and 
were very expensive. On this account 
wall paper was slow In superseding the 
old mural decorations, such as tapestry, 
stamped leather and paper cloth. 


The wail papers now printed by ma- 


chinery have tbe designs cut on tbe 
surface of wooden rollers, under which 
the paper passes. In the cheaper grades 
all colors are applied rapidly, one after 
the other, without allowing each to dry 
separately, and a somewhat blurred ap- 
pearance is generally the result. 
De- 


signing wall paper patterns is an occupa- 
tion for women, which is highly luciative 
to those who possess skill and ingeuuiti. 
—New York Tribune.

FORECASTING EVENTS. 


One Man's Predictions Which Have 


Coina True. 


Attention has been called to some 


even's that have oome to pass since be 
ing foretold by Dr. Max Mnohlenbruch 
the Saa Francisco prophet who won 
considerable notoriety by predicting in 
a publics hall in Oakland, Cal,, the 
blowing np of the battleship Mainr 
twelve days before it occurred. 


It seems that Dr. Machlenbruch has 


devoted cons'derable time to the fore- 
telling of events of national import, 
ance, and that he has been remarkably 
correct in his predictions. A Manches- 
ter man who has kept a record of the 
prophecies made by this seer finds that 
the following events foretold by him 
have oome to paae, or have happened 
very nearly as described: 


On Dec. 13th, 1899, Dr. Mnchlen- 


bruch said that China would speadny 
become embroiled with three of the 
powers. 


He predicted that the 
battleship 


Oregon would run on a rock and be 
damaged, but wonld be saved. He 
said the accident would be due to the 
rocks not being on the chart, and to 
the immense fall in the tide. The dam- 
age from the accident will be about 
827,000. 


King Humbert of Italy will three 


times narrowly escape assassination, 
and it looks as though the thiid at 
tempt wonld be successful. 


On March 13th, 1898, Dr. Muchlen- 


brncL said that during the year 1900 a 
high German official wonld be mur- 
dered. This prophecy was fulfilled by 
the killing, on June 18th, of Baron von 
Ketteler, the German minister to China.

Wade, Aug. 6. Sir Claude says: 


"Our situation is desperate. In ten 


days our food supply ends. "Unless we 
are relieved a general massacre is prob- 
able. The Chinese offer to escort us to 
Tien-tsin, but, remembering Cawupur, 
we refuse the offer. There are over 200 
European \fomen and children in this 
legation." 


A Yang-tsun dispatch, dated Aug. 7, 


giving details regarding the capture ol 
that place, says: 


"The Russians and French held the 


left, the British the left center, the. Amer- 
icans the right center and the Japanese 
the extreme right. The British and Amer- 
icans advanced on the village at a rapid 
rate for 5,000 yards under a severe shell 
and rifle fire. The Russians opened, and 
the British-American advance became n 
race for positions, culminating in a bril- 
liant charge. 


"The heaviest loss of the day was sus- 


tained by the Americans, the Fourteenth 
Infantry having 9 killed, 02 wounded mid 
several missing. The Bengal lancers un- 
successfully attempted to cut off the Chi- 
nese retreat." 


Allies Fire on Americans. 


Another Yang-tsun special says: 
"Owing to a mistake British and Rus- 


sian guns shelled the Fourteenth United 
States infantry during the night, wound- 
ing ten." 


Commenting upon this occurrence. The 


Standard says: "If. is melancholy to loam 
that the losses of the Americans, who 
seem to have borne themselves with con- 
spicuous gallantry, were increased by n 
deplorable error, in consequence of which 
one of their regiments was pounded by 
Russian and British cannon. The inci- 
dent emphasizes the necessity of that 
close co-operation which is not e.T-ily ol> 
tamable- without a single commander and 
a general staff'."

Philbrcok was 
found guilty and ordered to pay a fine 
of §10 and costs.

Tbo court at this point informed 


Cooper and Barnaby that they were dis 
charged on the drunkenness complaints, 
owing to their turning state's evidence, 
bnt before they could congratulate each 
other on tkeir freedom they were re 
arrested, Barnaby upon the charge of 
committing an aggravated assault upon 
Lester M. Pbilbrook, Saturday night, 
and Cooper for the same reason and 
further complaint of attempting to com 
mit rape upon his wife, Frances L. Phil 
brook, on tbe same evening. 


They were given an immediate ar 


raignment, and Cooper was bald in 
.1MOO bonds and Barnaby in $100 for 
trial next Tuesday 
morning at 10 


o'clock. 
Bail was furnished by both
